Tht resolution:^ nWolvcd that\he 
government should own and con- 
trol all eficntla] war Industries lor 
the duration of the war, was up- 
held by the McGlIl representatives, 
Winston Mahabir and Ernest Sku- 
tezky, but the Osgoode Hall mem>° 
bers of the University of Toronto, 
debating, the negative, were vic- 
torious. The Toronto debaters were 
Reginald Kaylor, a graduate in 
Law and G. Mitchell Dent, an Arts 
Undergraduate studying Economics. 
This was in the nature of a return 
debate ,since McGiU lately visited 
McGill for a cycle of three debates.

The second on the slate of events 
for Friday afternoon was the Tal- 
bot-Papineau Trophy debate, which 
was won by G. Y. Slader. The 
other contestant was H. L. Hender- 
son.

Each contestant was given a 
maximum of ten minutes in which 
to present their arguments.

Students May 
Get War Aid 

Goverament 
Contemplates 
New Grants 



The Dominion Government is 
considering the possibility of ex- 
tending increased financial assist- 
ance to deserving universltiy -stu- 
dents. . 

"Following "plans ma'de'il a con- 
ference of representatives of the 
I<abour Department, the DcfenctT 
Department and deans of university 
medical faculties, the Defence De- 
partment' is working on the broad 
deiaiis'^of the new program,' and 
hopes to have a concrete announce- 
ment before long. — 

Lfttie is known about the pro- 
posed new policy except that it is 
following the general lines of ■ a 
government assistance scheme 
which'has been operating since the 
spring of 1039. Under this plan, 
equal sums of not more than |100 
were advanced to deserving stu- 
dents of good academic standing. 
This money was forwarded as a 
gift and all students proceeding to 
any degree but theology were elig- 
ible. Only Quebec, P.E.I., and the 
four western provinces participat- 
ed in this scheme. ; : - ■ ■ ■ 

Last year an increase was made 
in the maximum amount, to be 
granted. Students in science, medi- 
cine and engineering who would 
sign a pledge that they would as- 
sist the war effort after graduating 
were allowed $300 a year. 

Special consideration is being 
given to medical students, because 
of the shortage of doctors in the 
Canadian Army, and because of 
the complications of problems caus 
ed by the shortening of the medi 
cal cotuves.

Book Reviews 



THIS WARFARE" by Roman Collar (Thorn 
Press, Toronto). 

Man never seems to be able to grapple with 
an unpleasant situation until he has, first ol all, 
blamed It on somebody. War . is no exception, 
and the Christian Church appears to be the 
most popular scapegoat for the present one. 

Roman Collar, in 'This Warfare" (Thorn 
Press, Toronto), has come to the aid ot the 
Church, because, he admiU, he is desperately 
interested In It. The nom de plume serves to 
mask tlie identity of a successful Ontario cleric. 
The defence 'has been cleverly undertaken In 
convincing and readable language. - 

The accusation is usually slated in the lorm 
of 'The Church has failed." In examining this 
pre-maturo verdict the author presents well- 
authenUcated evidence to show how the Church 
has pioneered since its founding, In relieving 
the lot of the poor, in postulating thtilyalue.of 
Individual human life, in rescuing women from 
slavery to men, in originating hospitals and 
hospitalization, in freeing the child from ex* 
ploltatlon, and generally, in providing inspira- 
tion and dynamic for pracUeally every worth- 
while social reform in history. 

But why hu not the Church stopped war— 
this war? In answer to Uils, Roman CoUar in- 
vestigates the history of the relationship of the 
Church. with war. ^Whilst he fiiidt that it has 
been involved in some of the tiitteresl and most 
meaningless wars, yet he also finds that . the 
early Church was loud in its protestations 
against the conditions which make wsr possible 
and that the modern church hu not failed to 
recapture the vision of a warleis brotherhood 
of naUons. But what can the church do*beside 
continuing its slow task of making the men who 
would create sueh a^ society? is the failure 
hers? Is it the Church which pops off the guns 
in the Sarajevos of the world? 

If 'Th'ia. Warfare" were nothing but a de 
fence of the Church, it would be unworthy of 
attention in this day. . B.ut it contalns In strong 
language a dear challe'hge"to' the Church, to 
realize that the accusation has not been alto- 
gether without ground, to have done with the 
political entanglements and other lesser things 
by which it is comipled and disunited, to unite 
faith to works, and creed to service. This is 
Uie self-purging task of the Church in a world 
at war. j — . J. K. S.

The recent rioting in Detroit between Ne 
groes, .who were peacefully moving into their 
new government homes, and their while at 
lackers is a shameful example of how many 
AmerIcans;(cwj ^^o ne hand paying lip service 
to the ahtt-fîSnsPcaùsè, are, oii the other, com 
mUtlng crlnies worthy only of a sadistic Jap 
anese 'soldier. Negro defense workers and their 
famUles, after several postponements and one 
refusal, were finally given permission to move 
into a government housing project built or 
iginally for them. On the day of the moving, 
the Negroes planned to celebrate. But there 
was no cclebraUon. It was stolen from them 
along with tholr rights as American citizens. 
Standing four lyiuare to prevent thtm from 
taking over the project were over six hundred 
angry, hosUlc whites backed by a riot squad 
armed with tear gas, clubs, and guns— thé 
same weapons that so fondly are coddled by 
fascist thiigs for similar occasions.
